THE BATTLE 


In view of the possibility of de- 
veloping the soya bean industry in 
the irrigation districts of Alberta, 
the following article published  re- 
cently in the Calgary Albertan will 
be of interest to our readers. 

One of the basic reasons for the 
trouble between Japanese and Chin- 
ese in Manchuria is the unattractive 
but quite useful little soya bean. 

“The Battle of the Bean’’ as this 
dispute between the two nations 
might be termed, is being waged for 
control of the most productive soya 
bean land in the world. This section 
is made up of 365,000 square miles in 
Manchuria, in the area north of Muk- 
den and west of Horbin, where the 
fighting has been going on. 

To China and Japan the soya bean 
industry is as important as wheat in 
Canada. In the Manchurian section 
80 per cent of the soya beans in the 
world are grown, About 75 per cent 
of the annual crop of 6,000,000 tons 
of beans and bean products, grown 
largely by Chinese on Manchurian 
soil, is shipped out of this section, 

While most of the beans are grown 
by Chinese farmers, Japanese busi- 
ness men handle the majority of the 
exportation and commercial utiliza- 
tion of the crop, Some Russians are 
interested in the trade also. 
Because of this situation, the South 


| Manchurian Railway the main means 
jof transporting the beans out of 
| Manchuria,, is the line along which

At present, Japan controls the rail-

OF THE BEAN 


The bean is important because of 
its high food value. The plants them- 
selves are used for stock feed and 
for fertilizer. Meal from the bean 
makes breakfast food, macaroni, 
crackers, and flour. 


They contain from 15 to 18 per 
cent oil, which is used for making 
soaps, explosives, glycerine, enamels, 
paints, varnishes, toilet powders, 
linoleum, celluloid, inks, and many 
other products. 

‘ne dried beans are often process- 
ed for various forms of food such 
as soups, coffee substitute, baked 
beans, and soya sauce. They produce 
a vegetable milk that is sold in 
bottles in China, and sometimes 
made into cheese and candy, The 
green beans themselves are an ex- 
cellent vegetable, 

There are hundreds of varieties of 
the bean, but for commercial use the 
yellow is the most important in 
Manchuria, Among all of China’s ex- 
ports in 1929, beans and bean pro- 
ducts ranked first, being valued at 
mete than $145,000,000, and compris- 
ing 18 per cent of the total exports 
of the country. 

Throughout Manchuria oil mills 
are found in almost every town. Old 
crush-stone mills are common, but 
they are being supplanted by hy- 
draulic, steam, and gasoline plants. 

When the. oil has been extracted 
from the beans, the residue is press- 
ed into large, round, flat bean cakes, 
which are used for fodder and fer- 
tilizer. About 85 per cent of the 
bean cakes made in Manchuria are 
shipped to Japan to fertilize rice 
and mulberry fields. Most of the re- 
maining cakes go to Rusgia: 

Japanese in Manchuria have de- 
veloped special facilities for handling 
the bean trade. The South -Man- 
churian Railway has for years been 
fosterin gagricultural experiment 
stations to find new uses for the 
beans.

Jellied Prunes 
One ounce (two tablespoons) gtan- 
ulated gelatin, cup cold water; half 


cup boiling water, three quarter cup 
sugar, two tablespoons lemon juice, 


half pound prunes, two cups water, 
cream, Wash the pruties, soak over- 
night in the water and cook until 
tender, Drain, reserving the liquid. 
Remove the stones and cut the 
prunes in quarters. Mix prune juice 


and pulp and add boiling water, if 


necessary, to make two cups. Chill 


and add lemon juice. Follow stand- 


ard directions for making jelly. This 
may be served with whipped or plain 
cream, 


Economical Pea Soup 

Measure a pint of dried split peas, 
let soak overnight in three quarts 
of water, and in the morning bring 
them very slowly to a boil. Add one 
white turnip, one good sized carrot, 
‘and one Onion, all sliced, and let the 
whole simmer for three hours. A 
ham bone, or left-over bits of bacon 
or ham, or the bones of a fowl, add- 
ed with the vegetables, will greatly 
improve the soup, but it may be 
made without them. The soup, after 
simmering, should be reduced to 
from three pints to two quarts. The 
bones—if these were used—should 
now be picked out, the remainder of 
the contents of the soup kettle sifted 
through a colander, and returned 
to the kettle with thickening of two 
tablespoons each of butter and flour, 
salt and pepper to taste, and one or 
two teaspoonfuls of Worcestershire 
sauce or mushroom catsup, if either 
is-at hand. Serve with croutons, or 
triangles of toast. This is a nutri- 
tious and appetizing maigre soup.

vinegar (about one-fourth cup). Let 
stand two hours; rinse with hot 
water, then add another mixture of 
vinegar and water if necessary, and 
you will find the odor will have dis- 
j;appeared. Just washing with soap 
and water will not take this away.
